November 25, 26 and 27. 


Three different programmes of electro-acoustic music were presented 
by the Concordia Electro-acoustic Composers’ Group (C.£.C.G.) at the 
Visual Arts Building of Concordia University, 1355 Dorchester 
Boulevard West on Friday, Saturday and Sunday the 25, 26th and 27th 
of November. The three concerts, each starting at 8:00 p.m. were 
free, and included works for tape and slides, live performers, 

tape alone, and processed tape with slides. 


The most important feature of each concert was the first public 
performances of works by students currently in the Faculty of Fine 
Arts, from Music, Visual Arts and Animation. From among the new 
pieces by students premiered over the weekend, two were selected, 
and their composers each awarded a small award in the form of $75.00 
worth of recording tape. (The Concordia Electro-acoustic Composers'

MUSIC Notes on Wolfgang Bottenberg 


Wolfgang Bottenberg completed a three year research project, funded by 
FCAC, in June 1983 with the submission of the final report, which was 

printed in August. The report is in the form of a book, with the title 
Reading Early Music in Original Notation. Copies of this report have been 

deposited with all Canadian University libraries, and with specialists 

in the field of early music ensemble music. Anyone interested to obtain 

a copy of this report may contact Professor Bottenberg. 


As a consequence of this research, the Music Department has acquired a 
microfilm reader-printer, and a substantial library of musicological books 
and microfilms. 


Compositions 
During the summer months, Wolfgang Bottenberg completed three compositions: 


FIVE FOR FIVE, Musical images for Woodwind Quintet (written for the 
Concordia Chamber Ensemble). 


REFLECTIONS OF SUMMER for flute, viola, and guitar. First performance 
scheduled for November 1983 at the San Francisco Conservatory of Music. 


CANADIAN MADRIGALS for choir a capella. Settings of three poems by 
Robert Finch. First performance scheduled for the Christmas Concert of 
the Concordia Choir.

Performances 


Wolfgang Bottenberg's composition FA SO LA TI DO RE, for soprano saxophone 
and string quartet, has been performed in summer 1983 by Ed Bogaard and 
the Gaudeamus String Quartet, and was subsequently heard on national 
broadcast in Holland. 


Workshop 


The fifth, and presumably last, workshop for the building of historical 
stringed instruments took place over the Thanksgiving weekend, 

October 7 - 10, at the Music Department. The workshop, organized 

by Wolfgang Bottenberg, was conducted by Harold and Allene Westover 

of Walpole, New Hampshire. During four days of intense work, ten 
persons built for themselves these instruments: Four bass viola da 
gambas, one tenor and one treble viola da gamba, one vielle, one large 
harp, one medium size harp, and one smal? harp. Eight of the participants 
were music students, most of them enroled in the Early Music Ensemble. 
As a consequence of this workshop, it will be possible to form a gamba 
consort at the Music Department. 


DIGICON 83 


During mid August Andrew Stonyer represented this faculty at the 
Digicon 83 conference in Vancouver. This was a conference held 
under the auspices of the University of British Columbia, and 
devoted to the digital arts in their widest possible form. Exhibit 
and presentation ranged from computer generated sculpture and 
graphics, through to experimental electronic instruments and dance 
and choreography. 


Professor Stonyer writes "The various presentations and exhibits 
were generally technically innovative, but in some instances once 
the novelty of electronics wore off, what remained was frequently 
almost banal. However, the conference did prove that there is an 
intense interest in computers in most faculties of Fine Arts both 
in the United States and Canada. It also proved that this interest 
is now sufficiently advanced to allow the development of digitised 
imagery which has a new identity and is full of creative potential. 
The use of computers in most Fine Arts faculties has therefore 
passed from being a questionable activity, to one which is considered 
essential to the general milieu of the faculty and the university 
as a whole. 


By far the most original and impressive presentation, came from the 
Architecture Machine Group at M.I.T. This presentation, which bore 
the perplexing title, ‘Human - Computer Interaction: Pioneering new 
methods for interfacing Computers’ dealt with dance, choreography, 
music and static and moving images. At one point a dancer actually 
created a series of visible vectors as she went through her dance 
sequence. 


In general, this conference was a big international success. It was 
well planned and through its broad approach to this particular medium 
it was invaluable in highlighting both the negative and positive states 
of the Art."
